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Election Measure Prevails In Senate 
of Louisiana Legislature. 
Baton Bouge, June 19 —The prim ary 
election 
bill, 
containing a provision 
which is Intended to restrict the voting 
of negroes at prim aries, was passed 
by the state senate by a vote of 28 
to 3. This provision gives to the party 
state central com m ittee the right to 
name one additional qualification for 
voters at prim aries. 
Although the ne­ 
gro is not named In this clause, never* 
theless the qual I flea lion is for restrict- 
, Ing the latter ^ vote. 
One argum ent 
i used in favor of this m easure is that 
It might prevent attem pts to buy and 
i 
sell votes of negroes. 
Opposition to 
the restrictive clause d e v e lo p on the 
ground 
th at It is 
unconstitutional. 
Some leading opponents who took this f 
view are law yers, and they predicted 
i the bill will fall on final test in the 
courts 
The house had already passed i 
the bill, but as the negro restrictive 


I clause was Inserted by the senate the 
bill will go back to the house for con­ 
firmation. 
U nder its provisions both Dem ocrat-' 
Ic and Republican parties hold a pri- 
| mary election. 
O ther features pro­ 
vide that com m issioners and clerks 
for election shall be chosen by lot, and 
In case of prim aries for high offices, 
such as United States senator or gov­ 
ernor, the state shall pay for the print­ 
ing and election paraphernalia.

Although there has been for months 
an expressed fear that Governor Pat­ 
tison would not be able to return to 
his office at Columbus, the cheerful 
statements from his sick room tended 
to create a belief th at any fatal tu t 
com© of his prolonged sieges would be i 
long deferred. 
Not at any time a man of powerful 
physique, he entered upon the r» spon- ! 
sibllitles of his office In a som ew hat! 
weakened < ondltion. 
A fter the elec­ 
tion In November it was understood I 
that he was suffering from an attack j 
of malaria, and that a rest from work j 
would restore his health. 
However, I 
when he returned from a sojourn of I 
several weeks in the south he was still j 
weak and under the advice of his phy­ 
sician, and a part of his inauguration 
ceremonies was gone through with the 
utmost care. 
A grass covering was 
provided for the reviewing stand that 
he might be protected from the stormy 
January winds 
In a closed carriage, 
he was taken to the various festivities 
of the night, and then went to his 
i home, from which he only emerged 
from a few short w&lkB until brought 
to this city on a special train during 
the first of April. 
He continued to' 
oversee the work of his office, arn 
through his private secretary, Louis I 
B. 
Houck, tranaai ated considerable • 
; public business, even when he was un­ 
able to arise from his bed.

times he seemed so far recovered that 
his speedy appearance at the executive 
offices was lookd for at almost any 
time. 
John M. Pattison, boy-soldier, law- J 
yer. state legislator, member of con­ 
gress and governor of Ohio, was a na­ 
tive of Clermont county. Ohio, th e 1 
same county »which remained his home' 
during life. 
He was born June 13. 
1847. 
He enlisted as a volunteer In 
the United States aria' when between 
sixteen and seventeen years of age, 
and entered service immediately. 
He 
was graduated at the Ohio W esleyan 
university. Delaware. O., with the class 
of 1809, having been a collegemate 
of United States Senator Foraker. He 
was adm itted to the bar in 1872 and 
elected to the lower house of the Ohio 
legislature in 1,873, He became a mem­ 
ber qf the Ohio senate in 1890, and 
was elected to the Fifty-second con­ 
gress. 
For the past fifteen years he 
had been president of the Union Life 
Insurance company, having been vice­ 
president and general m anager during 
the previous ten years. 
He was a 
Democrat, and one of the leaders of 
the state in support of legislation of a 
more stringent observance of the Sab­ 
bath.

The 
bill was practically completed when 
tho committee adjourned. 
It will authorise an annual appropri­ 
ation of $3,000,000 to pay the cost of 
Inspection, and will c'ohtaln no provis­ 
ion for the levy of an assessm ent to 
make up any deficiency in the amount 
available for this work, as suggested 
by Mr. Cowan, representing the Texas 
Cattle Growers’ association, and later 
urged by the president 
The court review' r vision will not 
be contained in the measure.

action meets the suggestion of the 
president. 
The words “in the judg- 
meont. of the secretary of agriculture”

J corpse arrived at the hospital it was I 
also marked by bayonet thrusts. 
Beside bis body lay th♦* corpse of a I 
ten-year-old girl, whose legs had been 
chopped off, Here. also, the dead from 
the C’heltea, where the house was 
plundered and the wife, son and a 
neighbor's daughter were killed and 
two daughters of Choltea. 
“I am told that soldiers entered the I 
apartments of the Lapldug brothers, 
which were crowded with people who 
had fled from the streets for safety, 
and ordered the Christians to B epaste 
themselves from the Jews.

Bialystok. where it was still unsafe 
for the Red Cross detachments to ven­ 
ture. 
At the district hospital there 
were six dead persons and eight or 
ten wounded. 
These were ail Chris­ 
tians. 
One man had been killed and 
two wounded as the result of the ex­ 
plosion of the bombs. 
The other had 
bullet wounds. These bodies were not 
mangled or mutilated, as was the case 
with the Jews, whose hands, arms and 
legs were sometimes chopped off from 
mere wantonness. 
It is evident from dispatches that 
the excesses assumed the character of 
a three-corn fred fight between the mil­ 
itary, the mob and armed members 
of the Jewish Bund, who, instead of 
submittinb impassively to slaughter, 
as their unarmed coreligionists have 
lone, bravely, though without inflict­ 
ing appreciable loss in troops among 
whom no serious casualties have been 
reported.
